Da.nney, ia 
an interview, relalea tbe story ot the 
robbery, in substance, thus : "We are 
all poor boys, and lire at San Augus- 
tine. We have good relatives there,and 
hope that they will never hear of our 
diigraoe. All of us were in love, and 
tbe girls loved us. We had no money 
and did not see how we could support 
then if we married. We were deter- 
mined to get married, and so laid our 
plana to get money. We read abost 
the Jamea boys in the papers and books, 
and taw how easy it waa to rob a train 
and get away, and we decided to rob a 
train. 
We left home three weeks ago 


yeMerday, coming direct to Arkansas. 
After robbing the train we did not think 
we would be pursued. 
We were going 


back home with oar money to marry our 
^irls and settle down. 
We bad no ac- 


complices, and we planned the whole 
thing ourselves. We only got $8,000 
or $9,000 in oagh from the express com- 
pany, the balance being in bank checks. 
Monroe and I kept tbe bulk ot this,and 
all of it, with the exception of a few 
dollar*, was stolen by the men who cap- 
tured us, and I hope they will be sent 
here to keep us company. 
I am sorry 


we failed to got away ; but we acted 
like a parcel ot fools after we got the 
money, and so we have no one to blame 
but ourselves." 


C. C. Moore, one of the men who 


captured Monroe and Delaney, gays the 
report of the captors robbing the rob- 
ben is untrue. He further says that 
the money was divided for safety, each 
officer agreeing to take a proportionate 
turn, and that they have already deliv- 
ered to tbe express company (7,250 of 
the money they took from tbe robbers.
